When we
have the privilege of listening to the
great artists through the medium of
the record, we should see to it that
the reproduction is perfect. as far as
our care of the machine and record
may make it. Nothing can be so ir-
ritating a=s to ligten to an otherwise
artistic performance on & record
which produces a grating. grinding
sound. Too many peeple blame the
machine In an Instance like this,
when the fault lfes in iatk of care
for their records, gssuming, of course,
that their machine Is cared for and
